CASH ACCOUNTS. 

PART I.— Cenerai. Rules. 

109. This chapter deals with the initial accounts

with the accounts rendered by the Divisional Forest Officers 
to the Accountant General. Chapter III contains the Finan* 
jial powerSfpf the various Forest officers and also the rules 
for the classification of forest revenue and expenffiture and 
some of those relating to budget procediue. . The procedure 
to be adopted by Forest officers m dealing with treasuries 
is to bo found in chapter 23, Civil Account Code. 

110. The responsibility for the effective check and 

'CniiiBook to bcicpt contTol of Divisional Forest Accounts 
crorni No. 21.) hoth in respect of revenue and ejrpen- 

diture rests on the Divisional Forest Officer. 

Every officer who is authorised to receive and disburse 
Government money will maintain a bound cash book 
(Form No. 24), in which ho will enter all money transac- 
tions os they occur. Sufficient details will bo given in the 
column “ Particulars,” to admit of the main points of each 
transaction being readily ascertained without reference 
to the detailed vouchers. The cash book will be closed 
monthly. 

A contingent register in Form No. 10 of tlie 'Civil Account 
Code should be kept in Divisional and Direction offices for' 
all sundry expenditure incurred under B III. The expen- 
diture under this head ^vill bo entered in the cash book at 
the end of each month in totals only. The initials of the 
head of the pificc or of a gazetted officer to whom this, duty 
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of a register and submission of an annual certificate regarding 
tbe same, and for rules about the collection of revenue by 
subordinates, vide Appendix XX. Rules for the collection 
‘of forest revenue by Village OfBcers and ‘for the payment 
of remuneration to them unll be found in Appendix XXT .

But if the Divisional officer he 
absent on tour on the ist of the month or is physically 
incapacitated by sickness to perform the duty, the cash 
balance may be veiified by the senior subordinate -officer 
pies'ent at headquarters (excluding the Head Cleik or other 
office emplc^ces), the fact of the ^visional officer’s absence 
being distinctly noted. For the Conservator it will he 
sufficient if the cash balance is shown at the beginning of 
the classified abstract (Form No. 35) submitted to him 
each month.

(iii) Excess charges on account of pay should usually 
be recovered by deduction ftom the pay bill next disbursed 
after the receipt of the Objection Statement from the Ac- 
countant General. It the recovery is effected in the same 
year in which the overcharge is inouned, the not amount 
only of the bill will bo charged in account and the amount 
deducted noted in the “ lloraarks " column of the Clas- 
sified Abstract of Expenditure (Form No. 35).

PoiiCxm and daltes of Fomt Officers and of Feaniue Officers 
in regard io forests, 

1. OniEP CJoNSEJlVATon. 

I. Tlio Chici Conaorvator trill not occupy tlic position of a 
Secrotaiy to Govermnent, all forest mattcis continuing to be dealt 
\ritb in tbo Hevenue Department of tbe Secretariat. He will dispose 
•of unofficial references made to him by Goremment, and will make 
recommendations regarding tbo posting of officers, transfers, etc. 
He will be tbo local bead of tbe Forest Department and tbe tecbnical 
advise; of Goi^emment in forest matters. 

II. The Chief Conservator is empowered to deal on liis own 
authority with professional questions, such as working plans, fire- 
protection and sylvicultural operations generally, and with the 
matters regarding which powers* have been delegated to him. On 
these questions and on all other matters in connection 'with which 
powers may be delegated to him from time to time, Conservators 
will address all communications to the Chief Consct^'ator. In regard 
to nil purely professional matters the Chief Conservator 'will be the 
controuing authority over the Conservators and in regard to other 
matters ho should ho in the position of adviser, being consulted cither 
by the Ooinmissionct or by Government os the case may be. As 
regards other matters, in dealing with which tbe Conservators at 
present address the Commissioners, the procedure hitherto followed 
should be adhered to, with the dilTctencc only that the Commis- 
sioners before dthcr passing orders or making a rcfcrcnec to Govern- 
ment, will have the option of consulring the Chief Conservator. In 
eases where a Commissioner makes a reference to Government and 
the Chief Conservator has not already been consulted by him, Govern- 
ment will, if they consider fit, consult that officer themselves, and 
even where ho has already berm consulted by the Commissioner, 
Government may consider it desirablo to consult him dc novo. All 
orders passed by Government on forest matters rvill bo shown or 
communicated to the Oluef Conservator. It is regarded as a matter 
of the highest importance that the Chief Conservator’s duties as 
principal adviser of Govemment in forest matters should not in any 
way interfere with the duties of iuspeetion and touring which ho is 
called upon to carry out os the head of his Department. Spedal 
care is to bo token to preserve the position of the Chief Conservator 
os head of the Forest Department ; and, like other heads of Depart- 
ments, he will communicate directly and personally rrith Government 
whenever he condders it necessary to do so. 

The Chief Consorvotor is further permitted, when ho thinks it 
advisable, to address the Local Government offioially on questions

important that tbe lesponsibilify o£ the Conserrators, each m bis 
Ofm dide, sbonld be clearly d(^ed. The Conservators sbonld bo 
kept rcgnl^ly informed of all orders issued on forest matters in their 
circles by Government, the Commissioners and Collectors ; they 
should be made acquainted with all bunness that passes between 
CoUcctors end Divisional Forest Officers ; and as a rule they should 
be consulted on all forest business that comes before Government 
or the Commissioner.

X. The great thing is to ensure unanimity of feeling and action 
between Revenue and Forest Officers. If this is once secured, forests 
will be properly conserved, the Ultimate wants of the people will 
be met, and discontent will be reduced to insignificant proportions. 
The Commissioner is the superior officer of both the Collector and the 
Conservator, and he is, after due consultation with the Collectors and 
Forest Officers to make definite proposals for the amelioration of any 
defects in forest ofiairs which may be brought to his notice.

XI. It must bo understood that the petition of Divitional 
Forest Officers is, in aU but purely technical matters, that of Astist- 
ants to the Collectors for forest proposes, and that their eubordina- 
tion to the Collector is no less than that of District Superintendents 
of Police to District Magistrates. It will, of course, be open to the 
Forest Officers to move &e Collectors to issue such orders as occa- 
sion may demand, but the orders when issued must be the Colleotor’s 
own orders and be communicated as sudi to the people concerned 
throu^ the Mamlatdars and village officers.

is most injurious both in tho public interests and also in those of the 
officer concerned, inasmuoh ns it tends to render more difficult the 
discovery of tho truth and keeps under suspicion, which may bo un- 
!]\critcd, the individual affected. 


(3) IVlien tiie prolimiunry enquiry indicates n criminal offonco, 
application to pro<ecuto should at once bo made to tho authority 
orapowetod to dismiss, and permission should ho promptly granted, 
if that authority agrees that there is a pnmu facK case for a prosecu- 
tion and does not cousidcc that thoro ovist adequate reasons, which 
must always ho iocorded, for not instituting a prosecution. This 
procedure is, however, unnecessary in those cases gonoially in which

On the othor hand, a belief that there 
is not sufficient evidence to make out a prmd facie case before a 
Criminal Court is not a proper reason for substituting a departmental 
enquiry regarding o criminal offence proper for n prosecution. 

(4) On sanction to prosecute being obtained, tho officer incrimi- 
nated shall at once bo placed before a Magistrate to bo dealt with 
according to law. On tho termination of the judicial proceedings it 
will bo the duly of the dopartmontel superior to consider tho evidence 
and findings and determine whether the lotontion of tho subordinate 
in the service is desirable or not. This is n matter ontiroly for his 
consideration, subject to an appeal to higher departmental authority, 
He is responsible for tbo retention or dismissal of his subordinates as

These programmes and c.vpknatioiis will be submitted to tho 
President, Forest Research Institute, svho will place them before tho 
Board of Poresti^' with his opinion. Tho Board will dccido what 
shall be entered in tho combined thtoo-yoar programme The pro- 
gramme, ns approved by the Board, will bo submitted for tho sanction 
of tho Qos'emmont of India, and shall, when sanctioned, bo circulated 
to all Conservators for mfomiation. Tlicso officers may, honover, 
forward at any time suggestions regarding nny investigations in tho 
rnnetioned programme, or may propose Bupplcmcntary inscstigations 
to tho President, who wiU bo at liberty to lay such boforo tho 
Inspector General of Forests ; but no non item not npproi cd by tho 
Board of Forest ly may at any timo bo intcmluccd into the programme 
of work Kinotioncd by the Government of India without tho 
Inspector Goiicrors sanction. Tho above does not precliido a 
Research officer inaldng nny minor investigation (provided that 
tho pnino does not interfoto with Lis sanotioned progr.immc) on nny 
eubjoct that may attract his notico when on tour or otherwise. 

Nothing in tho«o rules is to bo taken os precluding local officers 
from imdertaking any invostigatioiis tliat thoy may wish to cartj' 
out. Tho results of such invcstigatioiu, may bo piiblu-bcd by tho 
local officers direct, or at , their request by the President of the 
Research Jnstituto, subject to tho sanction o/ tho Inspector General 
of Forests. Notice of any investigation being locally carried out 
should l>o given to tho Prosident, with the object of preventing dupli- 
cation of work. 

3. The piogrammo sq sanctioned hhall bo binding on tho officors 
of tho Research Institute, who will he responsible for tho actual 
execution of tho work proscribed.

2. In conneelion with tho work detailed above, cortain oxpori- 
mental areas and <sinipla plotu will lie token over or established, 
with tho consent of tlie Con«er\ntor concemwl, in such localities 
nnd in Mich a manner ns may ho necessary for the oluchfation of any 
prahlein or for the compilation of statistical or other information. 
Tlio aclnnl upkeep nnd ninintennnre of these plots will rcbt with tho 
Disisionnl Forest officers concerned, cate being taken not to throw 
any considcralile nnioiiiit of work on any oiio Divisional Forc.st officer. 
Tho monsuromonts nnd olKcrvations in such plots will bo inado by 
tho Sylviculturist nnd his ns,sistan(s. It is not intended that this 
mle shall intorforo in nny way with tho upkeep of samplo plots by 
local ofllccts, which Mionid bo continned an horotoforo. 

Zimingy Drawh. 

1. Tho iJoologist is required to study sj'stcmnticaUy tho effect, 
beneficial or otherwise, exercised by animals ou tho dcvolopmont and 
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icgaids opcdes o! forest importonoe. This, together Trith the con- 
seoted Botanical Beforcnco library, Trill altrays he available for 
rcfercnco by officers of tho department and others obtahung per- 
mission from the President to inspect it ; the Botanist Trill give any 
help ho can to any officers Tvho may visit Dcltra for this purpose. 

4. Tho Botanist nill help officers ‘of the department by identi- 
fying specimens to such ostent as may be feasible, and by giving 
advice on general botanical subjects and on the most suitable lines 
to adopt for local forest osporimenis. 

Economic Branch. 

1. Tho duty of tho Economist is to mako a special study of the 
best methods of rendering forest produce of all kinds available at such 
cost BB will enable a trade in them to be possible, and to keep in touch 
with tho coinmetco of India with the view of fostering and meeting 
tho demands for forest products. 

2. When an investigation has been sanctioned and taken up, 
a circular will bo issued by tho Economist stating the investigation 
to be made, tho end in view and tho assistance required from local 
forest officora, and including a summary of tho eristing knowledge 
of tho suhjccK 

3. No experimental work on a commcroial scale vrill bo oarriod 
ont by tho Economist. His duty will ho to collect all possible infor- 
mation and place this at tho disposal of all intcrcstod parties, cither 
by publication or by letter. Should any osporimcntal plant be 
erected by Oonscivntoni or otbers, tho Economist’s advico and 
assisianco will be at their disposal to such extent as may bo feasible. 

CJ^emUtrff Brandt. 

1. The work to bo undertakon will comprise ohoimeal roscarch 
work requited for (o) tho creation and impiovcmont of the commercial 
demand for forest products, (6) tho solution of various forest problems 
in. councction with tho food and nutrition of forest plants, tho rotation 
of forest crops, etc., which may involve tho analysis of soils, or plants, 
woter-oultntcs and so on os laid down in tho sonotioned programme. 

^ 2. Tho work of the Chemist, as defined in rale 1 above, is 
inlimntely connected with that of tho Economist, Botanist, and 
Sylvicultnrist, and should bo done in communication with these 
officers. In cases of this nature, tho losnlts will generally form part 
of publications regarding other sepaTato iniibstigations, unless for 
any special reason tho rresidont decides otherwise. 

IV.— Tours and Proeeduro. 

1. Rcseavoh officois may, with tho approval of the President, 
pay visits to localities whoto they may require to collect information 
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(Gkiveinmcub Bcsolution, Bevcnuo Department, No, 877, dated 
27t1i January 1908.) 

2. As tbe licrbariiun and tbe botanical library at Debra Dun 
arc novf (airly complete, tbo Forest Botanist nt the Kesearcb Insti- 
tute, Debra Dim, is now prepared to mdentify forest specimens for 
forest officers on a Untiled scale (since tbe staff is limited and the 
identification bos to be done by tbo Botanist himself) and such speci- 
mens may be forwarded to him in future for identirication. 

3. It is not intended in any way to prohibit specimens being 
sent for identifientaon to tbo Botanical Snrvojy. Tbo interest of 
Forest officers in systematio botany is not necessarily bounded by 
even the fairly wide limits of strictly forest botany and to some Forest 
officers systematic botany owes much. All officers ate therefore 
at liberty to send specimens either to Debra Dun or Sibpnr ns they 
think best. 

4. As a general rule only spcoimcn<i of trees, shrubs, woody 
climbcTS and the mote, important forest grasses should be sent to 
Debra Dun. All such specimens should be in good condition and as 
complete as possible, f. c., they must include leaves and flowers, tbo 
fruit being added if possible. Not more than ten specimens should 
be sent in any one consignment and each should, if possible, be in 
duplicate, so as to allow of one being retained for reference in the event 
of it being ncccssmy to send on the other to an e.xpert outride Debra 
Dun. 

D. Specimens sent to Sibpnr should bo limited to twenty at 
any one time. In order to extend the herbarium of the Bcscarch 
Institute it is specially requested that when specimens have been 
identified at Sibpur or elsewhere for a Forest officer, the latter send 
named duplicates of these to the Forest Botanist, Debra Dun, 
lor record.

!rhc following orders are i'^ued regarding free medical attendance 
on Government servants and the free supply of medicines to them 

(1) All Govcmincnt servanls ore entitled to free medical 
attendance and the free supply of medicines for themselves only, at 
any hospital or dispensary which is in charge of a Government .Medical 
Officer. 

(2) Government servants drawing Rs. 250 a month or more 
are entitled to the attendance of the Civil or Rrosidcncy Surgeon, 
as the cose iiuiy be, at their residences. 

(3) Government servants drawing less tlinii Rs 250 a month 
must attend nt the Government hospital or disjiciuiaty, but, 
if not in a condition to do so, ore entitled to the attendance of 
tho Assistant or Sub-Assistant Surgeon at their residences. 
(Government Resolution, General Department, No. 0110, of 

IDtb August 1914 os amended by Govemiuent Resolution, General 
Department, No. 9134, dated 23rd November 1914.) 
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(e) ^emaiks in coses in whicli tho local Government or 
head of a deportment or otkcT officer suspends judgment skould 
not lie commaniooted : 

(f) Great attention should bo paid to tho manner and method 
of communication in order to cnsuio thot the advice given and 
tho warning or censure ndministcicd, whether orally or in 
writing, shall, having regard to tho tempemment of the officer 
concerned, be most facncdcial to him. 

(2) Tho above procedure should govern reports of a perio- 
dical nature. There are others which may either be— 

(i) reports of paiticnlnr incidents or acts, which, if 
disciplinary action is taken, require either regular proceed- 
ings or definite censure after tho defence of tho officer con- 
cerned has been taken; 

(ii) reports in reply to inquiries whether an officer who 

has not been well reported on in tho past has improved 
and is fit for promotion ; or ^ 

(iii) reports in answer to requests for opinions os to 
tho fitness of an officer for a portionlar appointment, etc. 

No special instructions ate necessary in respect of tho first class, 
and as regards tho othors tho Governor General in Coundl considers 
that they should not be communicated unless they disclose foots or 
ollcgations which in tho opinion of tho local Government should be 
convoyed to tho officer concerned. If such remarks were invariably 
communicated there is little doubt that reporting officers would be 
discouraged from giving unreserved advice and opinions of value 
would bo thereby lost

4. In column 11 should be written the sotul number of each log 
or pole in tho sale depfit roaster, and below tho aerbi number should 
bo written tho date of its entry in tho sole depot roaster. In columns 
12, 13 and 14 should be written riio length, J girth and o.ft. of eooh 
log ot polo 08 entered in the sale depfit register. Those details are 
to be taken by the Xamgori Guard from the sale depfit register (Form 
No. 7} when ho pays hb monthly virit to tho sale depfit on the bet day 
of eooh month. 

5. In columns IS and IG should be written the number of 
sleeper pieces of oaoh land prepared, and below this number should 
bo written the date on which the pieces wore stamped by tho Eamgari 
Guard.

ment of India ; and no entry in them carries with it any auOrority 
for expenditure of any kind. They do not oven provide for, or 
authonse^ the expenditure of charges obeady entered in the Budget 
Estimates ; for these latter alono possess authority. The Eevised 
Estimates arc not Budgets or appropriations of money, nor do 
they supersede the Budget Estimates as the basis for the regulation 
of expenditure. They are estimates pure and simple, prepared fox 
information, in order to indicato to Government how far the 
expenditure already sanctioned (in the Budget Estimates and 
in ^bsequent additional grants, if any) will be worked up to. 
It the %urcs for expondituro in the Bovised Estimates exceed 
tho total of the Budget Estimates, and of special grants already 
mado or applied for, they clearly must be wrong, and will be 
corrected accordingly by tho Govemmont of In^a; for no 
expenditure can be incurred that has not been sanctioned, and, if 
it had become apparent, before tho preparation of tho Bevised 
Estimates, that expenditure in excess of existing sanction would bo 
necessary, additional eanction would, under standing rules, have 
been applied for at once. 

4. Tho rule is that sanction to all expenditure in oxcess of 
Budget provision must bo applied for as soon as it hecomes apparent 
that such expenditure will le necessanj. "When, however, tho excess 
expenditure under individual heads is small, it may happen that the 
general review of tho year’s requirementa which is made for the 
purposes of tho Bovised Estimates discloses for tho first timo tho 
necessity for* such expenditure. When that is the case, the applica- 
tion for an additional grant must bo made at once, separately, and 
in a complete form, so that it may bo disposed of qitite apart from 
tho Bovised Estimates. It has, indeed, no conncotion with those 
estimates ; for tho making of tho application is a condition prece- 
dent to the inclusion of tho sum applied for in tho estimates : in 
short, the estimates depend on the grant, not the grant upon the 
estimates.

Tfao Range Forest Officer mil collcet all revenue pertaining to 
his Range os o rrholo, such as value oi coupes or compathnenia sold 
atanding, of Hardas, Hone]', etc., {arms, fees on timber permita and 
such otW mojor items and disburse the pnj of bia omi office and 
eicpcnditure on oii^nnl vrotba and special repairs. 

2. The Round Officer will collcet all pettv items of revenue 
pertaining to his charge such as grazing fees, assessment of forest 
lands, permit fees on nunor forest produce, compensation, eto., and 
disburse pay of tho establishment under him and expenditure on 
annually recurting petty works euoh as fire-tracing, current repsurs 
to roads, buildings, wells, eto. 

3. Roth the Range and Round Officers will send on the 25th of 
each month, on which they close their Cnali Book<i for the month, 
an. appheation for funds in Form No. 20A. In the application they 
ahould show tho Cash Balonco on hand and the amoimts required 
for expenditure during the following month against the printed heads. 
These applications will he checked by tho Divisional Officer and aums 
which seem to him fit nnd necessary allowed. One cheque will be 
issued on the lat of each month in the name of tho Range Offircr for 
the sum required by him ns well as tlic sums required by tho Round 

'Officers nnd sent with o consolidated advance receipt w Form No. 32, 
The Range Officer will cosh the cheque by the htb and distribute 
the money to all conccmcd, who ouglitto attend the Range Office at 
headquarters that day without fail, oud return the advance receipt 
signed by them far the sums received. The Range Officer rrill credit 
in his account only the amount actually retained by him. , 

4. Every Range, Round oud Depot Officer who is anthorbed 
to receive and dbburac Government money will keep his accounts 
in n bound Cash Book (Form No. 24). They should submit on tho 
26tb (or aucli other date os may bo fixed by the Divisional Officer) 
of en'di'montb nn nbatmot in duplicate of tlicir Cash Book in Form 
No. 26 A or B, together with all Vouchers, to the Divisiomil Officer 
direct. The heads and aub-bcods of all usual items of receipts and 
expenditure arc prmtedin tbbform. The officials, keeping this form 
by their side, slmll enter the aums against the lieods in it from 
the Cash Book os the latter is written up from day to 
day, and thus bas’o the Cash Account automatically tendered 
at the close of the month. The duplicate copy of tho 
nbaltnct will bo xotumed to tho officer concerned with orders 
regarding aums disallowed, etc., noted in tho 'icmnika’ column.

Demarcation, the length and width of the' 
line demarcated should bo stated differentiating between cx- 
tamol and internal boundaries as also the method employed 
such as by cairns or pillars, etc., ivith thoit sizes. 
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issue imperative instructions for the esermse of all possible oare, 
and to mm them of the wortblessness of blurred impressions. 

Heads of offices ^oidd also arrange that all subordinates to 
'whom this duty is entrusted are supplied with the neoessaiy 
appliances for taking clear impressions, and there must be constant 
scnitmy of the work done in order to prevent the risk of indistinot 
and imperfect impressions being brought up on the records.

‘presenotion and destruction of Records, 

(Government Order, Eevenne Department, No. 3222, dated 
23rd Maiclt 1916.) 

‘ (a) Filtkq Records. 

•1. Ail soon as papers or cortcapondonco ate registered in the 
Invnvrd and Outwird Registers, " back " and “ lorward ” columns 
in both the Registers should bo filled in uithont fail. 

2. AVhen a correspondonco ends, the “ back ” number will be 
put in tlio proper column and tbo word " File” will be entered in the 
column “ Forward ”. 

3. On the very day on which a conespondenco ends, it should 
bo taken to the Head of OFico for orders to file it, and his initials 
obtained on tho saino, 

4. Tlio correspondence will then bo given a serial case No., 
which should bo inserted in the Inward or Outward Register, ns the 
esse may be, against tho Register number and date with which 
the correspondonco ends and filed in tho proper place in tho 
proper file. 

5. Tlio term * correspondence ’ used in tho foregoing paragraphs 
implies n case. A -case is a group of dornments (subKOises) relating 
to ono siibjcot (vide Articlo 183 of the Forest Manual). The case- 
form, tlieroforo, is to bo used only for c-'icb main case and not for 
each of tho documents (sub-cases) contained in it. 

6. In the cose of eortain files, like the Establishment and Timber 
Files, it will bo necessary to divide tbo main cases to facilitate 
toforenres, as show n in the list of files prescribed to bo kept in Divi- 
sional Forest Ofiices in tho Annexnro to this Appendix. Tho main 
caso will then have tho brown half shoot case-form affixed to it, 
showing tho divisions, and each division willhnro tho yellow quarter 
fdicol (Msc-lonn affixed to it, bhowing tho sub-cases included in it. 
Tho suh-cascs need no individual case-forms, but will bo placed in 
order under c-ioh division. 

7. Owing to a diversity in the eystom of filing .and preparing 
cases for Uie English correspondence in Divisional Ofilccb, clerks 
on tiansfor to any new offico find it difficult to tmeo back lofeicnces. 
To obviato this difficulty tlio numbors and names of all files in each 
of them in those offices are fixed in the list in tho Annexurc. Tho 
filing should bo done only according to the abovo instructions and 
the list ptcbciibcd. 
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and oasos talating to it enteicd on tho alieot as they^ occnx nndet 
their oivn serial number na shown in die sample Eorm No. 44-A. 

8. Thus the object of paragraph G is to avoid all chances of 
acciuniiintion of sorting and listing work and that of paragraph 7 
is to facilitate references to cases of the same list number in one place. 
It Las boon the general idea that diis work is to be done once only 
at die close of the official year and when the time comes the clerks 
shirk die accumulation and apply for extra assistance. Such a 
practice diould bo stdotly stopped. 

9. In column G, ' contents of correapondenre ’ lengthy details 
must bo avoided. Only the purport, not exceeding tu o lines at most 
for each case, should bo entered, when the nature of the entries may 
vaiy ns in tho case of list number Cl ‘ Correspondence regarding 
acquisition of lands ’. Il'licrc the nature is alnays the same as in 
the case oflist No. 29, ‘ Indents for stamps ’ no subject-matter of the 
individual case needs to be given ns diown in tbo sample fi'orm 
No. 44-A. 

10. At tho cud of hlarch each j'car, tho sheets mentioned in 
paragraph 8 should be stitched togedicr into a book and produced 
for tho Conservator’s approval at time of inspection of the office, 
together with tho Register of coses of English Papers mentioned 
in pnragiaph 4 above. 

11. During September each year tho Heads of Offices should 
after going through tho approved Register of Cases and the ‘ Forist * 
have biioh cases as arc due for destruction in any one year taken out 
of tho flics of English record and tho ‘ dnftars ’ of Vernacular record 
and destroyed, a remark being written to that effect in tho Register 
of Cases and the * Forists ' against each case under tiioir initials. 
Officers not empowered under Articlo 19G (ii) of the Manual should 
submit such eases to the Conservator at the time of inspection of 
tho office and obtain his authority for their destruction.
